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Eleven new SC reps 
elected In h^vy voting

The new Students' Council elected yesterday reflected the 
vastly divergent views of the different faculties.

On the UGEQ issue, which 
dominated the campaign, the 
Council, nice the campus, is split 
down the middle. Five represen- 
tatives are for Joining tJGEQ, 
four are against and two have 
expressed no opinion. 

The new Council members are: 
Arts and Science — Morris Gold- 
berg, Stephen Schecter, and 
Norman Segalowltz; Commerce- 
Charles Kasncr; Architecture- 
Phillip Gooch; Engineering — 
Franlc Farago and Ross Lunan; 
Law— Robert Vinebcrg; Medicine 
—Arnold Aberman; Nursing — 
Elizabeth Langdon; P&OT — 
Margaret Leworthy. 

Goldberg, Schecter and Segalo- 
wltz are ail strongly pro-UGEQ. 
All three are members of the 
External Affairs Branch of the 
Students' Council and all were 
delegates to the UGEQ Congress. 
Schecter, co author of the UGEQ 
report, polled the most votes. 

Interviewed after the election, 
all three questioned the validity 
of the UGEQ referendum on the 
grounds that the issues were 
badly presented. 

Segalowitz said that the reason 
for the negative vote in the re- 
ferendum was that tactics such 
as the "Resistance" pamphlet 
confused the debate. 

"People couldn't understand 
basic issues, for papers like the 
"Resistance" were misrepresent- 
ing certain facts. The referendum 



was not significant because of 
the misrepresentation and split 
vote." 

Schecter also atUcked the tac- 
tics of the anti-UGEQ group as 
"deceitful". He agreed that "peo- 
pie did not know what they were 
voting for or what was at stake." 

All three candidates said that 
since they were elected on a 
pro-UGEQ platform, they will 
continue to support joining 
UGEQ despite the results of the 
referendum. 

The representatives from Medi- 
cine, Commerce and Architecture 
campaigned on antl-UGEQ plat- 
forms. 

. Aberman said, "I thinik the re- 
, fercndum shows that McGiil stu- 
dents are against syndicalism but 
favour greater co-operation with 
their French counterparts." 

Aberman said that he would 
not favour a ten-month trial 
period but "if UGEQ changes its 
fundamental syndicalist nature 
then it would be possible for Mc- 
Giil to enter into the Union." 

Vineberg, re-elected as Law re- 
presentative, interpreted the re- 
suits of the referendum dif- 
ferently. He felt that the campus 
rejected membership In UGEQ 
under the present conditions, but 
favoured remaining in for a ten- 
month trial period. 

"If we can negotiate bllbigual- 
ism and membership in CUS then 
it is possible that we can stay 
in," Vineberg said. 



Graduate Studies rep 
resigns from Council 

Ronald Kay, representative of the Faculty of Graduate 
Studies and Research on the Students' Council, resigned yes- 
terday. 



Kay's resignation is effective 
December 31. A , by-election was 
expectéd to be held early in Janu- 
ary to fill the vacant seat. 

In a letter to Students' Society 
President Sharon Sholzberg, Kay 
said he was stepping down be- 
cause his electorate was not in- 
formed of the "unofficial exten- 
sion" of his term to 18 months 
from one year. 

"Because the people who elect- 
ed me thought that I would re- 
present them only for one ca- 



lendar year, and because these 
individuals were not informed In 
any way before the referendum, 
which made It impossible for 
them to express their opinion on 
this breach of custom, I feel con- 
scicnçe-bound to reseign my of- 
fice," Kay said. 

, The > resignation followed the 
publication of letters In the Daily 
from graduate students who pro- 
tested the extension of Kay's 
term. They described Council's 
decision as "illegal". 



However, the validity of the re- 
ferendum has been questioned 
because of alleged irregularities. 
The issue will be discussed at the 
Students' Council meeting to- 
night in Room 123 of the Union. 

The final vote was 2859 or 
51.2% against, 2548 or 45.7% in 
favour, and 174 votes were inva- 
lidated. 

This was the largest turnout 
at a student election in McGill's 
history. 

The faculties of Law, Architec- 
ture and Medicine registered the 
heaviest negative votes with 
most other faculties coming out 
slightly against. 

Robert Vineberg, re-elected in 
the anti-UGEQ Law Faculty by a 
large majority, felt that the refe- 
rendum was not legally binding 
on Council. He said that the in- 
terpretation of the referendum 
waii up to .the .outgoing Council. 

"If we can negotiate billbigual- 
ism and membership in CUS 
then it is possible that we can 
stay in," said Vineberg. He fa- 
voured remaining in UGEQ for 
a ten-month trial period. 
^ Commenting on the outcome 
of the referendum, Students' So- 
ciety President Sharon Sholzberg 
said "If the Council declares the 
referendum valid ... French Ca- 
'nada will probably believe that 
McGill students don't want to 
work together with Quebec stu- 
dents to solve common prob- 
lems." 

Lionel Chctwynd, one of the 
leaders of the movement to re- 
ject the Council decision, point- 
ed out that the "margin of vic- 
tory was obviously in the gradu- 
ate and professional faculties. 

"This may mean that the great- 
est single issue in UGEQ was stu- 
dent syndicalism aad not CUS 
or language. I don't think that it 
Is a rejection of French Canada 
but a rejection of the terms of 
our Involvement In the New Que- 
bec," he added. 

External Vice-President Ken 
Cabatoff regarded thé outcome 
as "a fairly serious defeat" for 
tile moderates in French Canada. 

"We still have a future in Can- 
ada but we do not have a future 
in Quebec until we arc able to 
find another similar opportunity 
to work in concert with the ma- 
jority of students In Quebec," he 
said. 

Saeed MIrza, Immediate past 
President of the Students' Socie- 
ty, said "the results of the elec- 
tion fihow that the Students' So- 
ciety does not believe in student 
syndicalism which Is the basis of 
thought and action of UGEQ." 
. When aslfed about his future In 



campus polities he said, "My job 
was to bring the issue to the cam- 
pus. I have done it and will now 
return into retirement." 

The validity of the vote was 
questioned when It was reported 
that the poll in Wilson Hall 
(School of Nursing) ran out of 
ballots and that some officials 
punched the wrong holes of stu- 
dent cards in the Arts Building. 

Chief Returning Officer Ken 
Roberts, decided to invalidate the 
poll in Wilson Hall after 17gjitu-É 



dents had cast ballots, 94 in fa-i 
vour of and 85 against UGEQ. 

Explaining his decision, Ro- 
berts said that "a precedent ex- 
Ists whereby, if only one poll Is 
affected by an Irregularity, and 
if the result of that poll could 
not have significantly affected 
the outcome of the vote, thea 
rather than invalidating the en- 
tire election, the poll Itself ]g 
invalidated."

Dcur Sir : 

To set the facts straight, 1 feci Ihnl certain points should 
be brought to the attention of your readers : 

1) 1 debated the UGEQ Issue solely at the invitation of 

a) the Commerce Undergraduate Society in the case of the 

Union Debate 

b) The Enfiineerinfi Undergraduate Society in the case of 
the debate sponsored by them 

c) The CBC in the case of the program "The Way Things 
Are" 

2) While I met with the "Rational Committee ..." and dis- 
cussed the UGEQ issue with them, 1 did not (and had no 
reason to) see a copy of "Resistance" until after its dis- 
tribution on Campus. 1 was not consulted as to its content 
or distribution, nor was I consulted vis a-vis the use of my 
name thereon. Further, 1, hereby disassociate myself for- 
mally and in fact from any further actions or statements 
made by them 

3) I am not now, nor have I ever been a candidate for the 
presidency of the Students' Society. Far from hoping to re- 
place Miss Sholzbcrg (as you suggest) I have continually 
affirmed my belief in her good faith on this issue, and 
have constantly stated in private and public that she should 
not take the matter as one of confidence, and thai she 
should not resign regardless ot the UGEQ vote. 

4) 1 fought UGEQ on principle; 1 believed that there was too 
much doubt among the student body for UGEQ to be en- 
dorsed. I fell that given present circumstances, the terms 
of our adhesion were too one-sided. 

5) 1 am not a r.ncisl, but rather I admire the beneficial effects 
that positive cultural self-realisation has had in this prov- 
ince. At no time did 1 make statements that could be con- 
strued as racist. 

All this you knew when 'you wrote the editorial; 1 had 
confided in you that 1 had been approached to seek the presi- 
dency of the Students' Council; you knew that 1 had rejected 
llie idea for many reasons, including advice from you. Your 
editorial insofar as the impression it created about mc was 
unprincipled, dishonest, and served to Influence the UGEQ 
vote by emotive, and (In the opinion of some) "Racist" tac- 
tics. Besides this, It failed to present the truth you knew 
about me and why I argued as I did.

Kay Tenders 
Resignation 

Dear Miss Sholzberg, 

I wish to submit my resigna- 
tion, to be effective Dec. 31 as 
Student Council representative 
of Graduate Studies and Re- 
search, since it lias come to my 
attention that my electorate 
were not informed of the unof- 
ficial extension of my tenure 
from one to one a half years. 

I was elected on Wednesday, 
November 26, 1064, under the 
old constitution of the Students' - 
Society, according.;, to ^iWhich 1 
was to serve from ' January 1, 
19C5 to December 31, 1965. 

A meeting of the Students' 
Executive Council was held in 
the Walter M. Stewart jroom of 
the old Studenis' Union on Sa< 
turday, December 19, 1964. The 
main purpose of this meeting 
was to discuss .the draft of the 
proposed new constitution of 
the Students' Society. The new 
constitution was presented by 
the chairman of the New Cons- 
titution Committee, Mr. Wil- 
liam Fraiberg, and examined 
collectively by the Council 
members. Mr. Fraiberg, Mr. I* 
Soroka, Mr. J. Bell, and Mr. A. 
Itoss, as members of the New ■ 
Constitution Committee, an- 
swered any questions put forth 
by Council members. 

The meeting "continued 
throughout the day. All matters 
pertaining to the constitution's 
clauses were examined, discuss- 
ed and voted upon. In some 
cases slight modifications were 
made. Under the old constitu- 
tion, the representative fron^ 
the Faculty of Graduate Studies 
and Research was elected bet- 
ween November 20 and Decem- 
ber .10 of each year and was to 
serve for the calendar year fol- 
lowing his or her election. Un- 
der the new conslilution the 
two representatives from Grad- 
uate Studies are elected bet- 
ween February 22 on March 7 
of each year to serve for the 
fiscal year, following their elec- 
tion. 

To ensure continuity in the 
transition from one constitution 
to the other, it was suggested 
thai either the graduate repre- 



ddy {oin UGEQ. The question now, of course. It 
whether UGEQ will ever be willing to occept us. • 
We must remember that our assumptions of their 
hostility towards ui come nowhere near to their 
assumptions of our hostility towards them. To 
French Canadian students who have not been on 
this campus over the past two weeks the results 
of the referendum will confirm their luspicions 
of us. Neither side has yet been willing lo sa- 
crifice enough of its pride to suspend judgement 
on the values of another culture until familiarity 
and understanding' hove brought agreement. In 
this case, the Initiative rested with us and we 
foiled to respond. 

Future generolions will regard this as one 
more in what appears to be on unlimited .number 
of unsuccessful attempts at the Canadian ex- 
periment. This in itself is not the whole 
tragedy. For .the Canadian experiment 
has become ^tnéC^^wôrid experiment and 
when students 'demonstrate that not even at the 
student level where one has presumably no in- 
terests to protect, where one should be able to 
work out on the basis of reason and under- 
standing alone ihe problem of two notional 
groups working in permanent union, then the 
problem of world peace begins to look totally 
insoluble. Some day someone will press a button 
with the attitude that the other side should hove 
' ' made compromises before we joined them. 

Because the people who elect- 
ed me thought that I would re- 
present tliom only for one ca- 
lendar year, and because the.«e 
individuals were not informed 
in any way before the referen- 
dum, which made it impo.'-.'ible 
for tbeni lo cxpres.s their opi- 
nion on tills bre.nch of custom, 
1 feel conscience-bound to re- 
sign my . office, since I have 
now almost completed the term 
of one year anllcipaled by my 
electorate.

constitution hold office until 
elections were held between 
February 22 and March 7, 1064, 
when his seat would be open 
for election, or that the grad- 
uate representative elected. by 
the old constitution hold office 
until the election held between 
February 22 and March 7, 1965. 
A discussion followed, and the 
latter suggestion was approved 
in a vote. 1 accepted this ex- 
tension as necessary to the 
smooth functioning of the Coun- 
cil under the new constitution. 

The entire proposed revised 
constitution was published in a 
separate issue of the Daily on 
January 15, 1065. A decision 
was taken in an open meeting 
of the Students' Society to sub- 
mit the text of the new cons- 
titution to a referendum; this 
meeting took place February 1, 
1065. The meeting also rejected 
one, and accepted two, sub- 
amendments. The referendum 
held on February 3, 1965 accept- 
ed the new constitution. 

At the Students' Council 
meeting of November 15, 1965, 
the chairman brought up the 
question of my term of office. 
The following motion was car- 
ried: "That the seat on the Stu- 
dents' Council for . the Post- 
graduate Students' Society re- 
presentative be held by the 
present representative under 
the new conslilution until the 
end of the fiscal year." The 
voting was: six in favour, three 
against, and two abstentions. 
This motion was a ratification 
of the unofficial motion passed 
by the old Council. 

I am informed that the unof- 
ficial motion passed by Council 
on December 19, 1964, extend- 
ing my term of office, had not 
been communicated to the stu- 
dents in the Postgraduate So- 
ciety prior to the open meeting 
held on February 1, 1065, when 
a referendum was agreed upon. 
I could flhd no record of the 
unofficial motion either In the 
Students' Council minutes, the 
PGSS Council minutes, or in 
any campus publication. Fur- 
thermore, I have discovered 
that the Faculty of Graduate 
Studies and Research represen- 
tative, Mr. Stephen Windisch, 
was absent from the December 
19 meeting and therefore did 
nol communicate the informa- 
tion lo the PGSS Council.

Mi.ss Sholzberg commented : 
"Legally an election should be 
invalidated if only one person is 
deprived of his vole. 

•'That is the legal solution but 
it is possible that the SC will not 
make a decision on legal princi- 
ples but p e r h a p s on other 
grounds it considers more impor- 
tant," she added. 

When asked if the executive 
would resign, Miss Sholzberg 
said "I'll have something lo say 
about that at the Council meet- 
ing." 

Miiuy^id.lhat v^^^ is for the 
StuSèîHs^oIfnclI'to decide them- 
selves. They ' must, search their 
souls and decide." 

When asked if the result im- 
plied a vote of no-confidencc, 
Cabatoff replied, "In the legal 
sense, no. 

"In the moral sense, it indi- 
cates a lack of confidence in our 
leadership lo some extent, but in 
that the referendum w!is defeat- 
ed by such a slim majority, and 
thai many voted on the basis of 
issues, it indicates that there is 
not total disagreement with the 
executive."
